HiSBonri Pacific p assenger train No. 
3 was wrecked at 3:50 o’^ock yMter- 
day morning at the M., K. A T. cross­ 
ing, n mr New York avenue, a fireman 
was killed and the j^sengers had a 
narrow escap e ft^m serious injury. 
The train, which was drawn by one 
of the big new engines. No. 119 6, with 
Engineer G. T. Ri^rers and Fireman 
Frank O. Anderson in the cab, was In 
charge of Conductor Whe^er. When 
No. 3 ap p roached the Katy crossing. 
Firmnan And^'r^on said to Ihiglneor 
Rogers: ‘I t is aU riiiit,” referring to 
the taiget signal at the ciwsing, '‘go 
ahead!“ 
The tmin was exactly on time, and 
had been slowed down to about twen­ 
ty miles an nour sp eed. Engineer 
Rogers, wbo bad been watching the 
targ^ and saw that he had a clear­ 
ance over the crossing, smit his train 
along, very slowly increasing the 
sp eed. 
JuM as the engine struck the switch 
EiM^uer Rogers noticed that It was 
op en, and not s ^ p rop erly, and a mo­ 
ment later It was ap p armit that the 
Mg machine, in goü ^ throuidi the 
“sp lit switch,” would be demlled. The 
locmnotive ran for about eight feet 
ot 
its own raUs and then p lunged h^d- 
end Into the ground, turning over on 
its side. 
Engineer Rogers, seeing that the 
engine was goii^ to turn over on Its 
left side, shouted to Anderson 
to 
Jump to his side of the cab. The fire­ 
man, however, did not hear the warn- 
ing, or lost his p resence of mind, mak­ 
ing no effort to obey Rogers’ com­ 
mand. Instead, he was p itched head 
first throu^ the cab window, and was 
crushed to death by the en^ne top ­ 
p ling up on him. 
The engineer crawled out* of the cab 
window on his side of the engine, and 
held fast to the frame of the cab, and 
when the locmnotive flop p ed over and 
came to a stondstill he found himself 
lying up on one of the big driving 
^ eels, uninjured excep ting a few 
braises on his legs. 
Flremsn Andenmn was badly crush

In Los Angeles if a 
city cou ncilman or alderman proves 
recreant to his tru st, the good citizens 
of the ward get a certain percentage 
of the voters to sign a petition for a 
referendu m on the qu estion. Shall the 
offending member be cu t off and re­ 
lieved of bis office? When the formal­ 
ities are complied with, the objection- 
riiile pmrscm is vo t^ on, and If the 
vote is a i^ n st him be 
is recalled 
from office and another member is 
chosen at a special election. The re­ 
call was tried last year in Los Ange­ 
les, and a man with a bad record was 
thru st from office. 
The Wisconsin 
reformers wish to ext^d the applica­ 
tion of the recall to town and cou nty 
boards and to members of the legis­ 
latu re, and eventu ally to the govern­ 
ors and < ^er state officers. The re­ 
call is one of those patent methods 
and mechanical devices which will 
permit the voter to shirk his du ty in 
the first place. If bosses and cliqu es 
may now pu t into office evil men for 
evil pu rposes, why wou ld they not 
have the same facility in placing their 
tools in office u nder the new system? 
The du ty of the people, says the St. 
Joseph Press-News, lies in going first 
to the primaries and then to the polls 
and in taking that interest in the se­ 
lection of men to office that will in­ 
su re satisfactory resu lts in the first 
place and that will make the recall 
scheme u nnecessary.

Said to Be a Grain in Each Ton 
of Water. 


EACH GRAIN WORTH 4 CENTS. 


E xperim ents A re Said to Prove That 
the B riny fleep is a G reat 
Treasure House. 


It ha.s long been asserted that gold 
exists in a state of solution in the sea, 
and that in the many attempts to ex­ 
tract It some has been collected and 
precipitated, but it Is admitted that 
failure has attended every eflort at ex­ 
traction on a commercial* basis, says 
the U nlt^ States consular reports. 
The announcement is 
now 
made, 
however, that a new process has re­ 
ceived the sanction of no less a pe*- 
xon than Sir William Ramsey, pro­ 
fessor of cbemistty in University col­ 
lege, Ijondoo, officer of the French 
Legion of Honor, corresponding mem­ 
ber of scientific 
and philosophical 
societies in nearly 
every 
civilized 
country, and the author of numerous 
scientific papers and treaties. 
The 
new process is patented, but no fur­ 
ther d^mtption of it is « given than 
that It “hears a certain resemblance 
to the treatment Mopted in the *» ir.es 
erf the Witwmtwsrand” (South Africa). 
rt is said that a syndicate, whose 
title and addrei® are not given^h^ 
been quietly pick ing up favorite sites 
on the Pn(Sii« b and Irish coasts, and 
has now acquired rights over some 50 
miles of foreshore. The securing of 
extensive foreshore rights is neces­ 
sary because the sea water must be 
absolutely pure to obtain the best re­ 
sults from the new process.

« Should the new p roc ^ do all that 
its friends sanguinely claim for ft, 
gold would almost become a drug on 
the mrrk et; but It Is considerately 
remarl.ed that “it would obviously 
n<^ serve the interests of the syndi­ 
cate to .secure gold in greater quanti­ 
ties than the mark et could absorb. 
Moreover, the firm of financiers whom 
we believe to be mainly concerned in 
the developemnts is far too deeply 
involved in high finance to engage in 
any operations which would have an 
unsettling effect upon the currency.
